3. This report is an interim report, dealing with those xacomr err ca- 
tions which this Office has been able to take up directly. Eacii is ce- 
mented upon separately, as follows:

Individual station chiefs all over the world can obtexn 
the status of such radio development at any time from coramun: cation 
area chiefs, who are kept informed. 


f. Blanket bonds - The question of secure blanket bonds for Cu. 
employees was tak en up with a security-cleared contact in the I I 25X1 

I in 1951. We were advised that: 


(1) The provisions of Public Law 110 would not permit 
bonding companies to execute such a bond with the Agency, 

(2) It was very doubtful that any bonding company won; Id 
undertake to write such a bond. 


(3) It would be difficult to handle such a bond without 
revealing considerable: information which the Agency woulo be 25X1 

unwilling to divulge.
